It is both interesting and suggestive. 
Fur the chief clerk’s department in the 
senate the total expended was SII 597.5 ), 
$8 £03 50 for the sergeant at-armp, and 
$2,310 
for 
committee clerks, which 
makes a total cf $25,171 for the senate 
em ploys. 
In the aesembly it required $15,OGG 38 
to run the chief clerk’s office, $13,279 for 
tho sergeant’s department and|$2.58G 50 
for committee clerks, the total making 
$39,831,88. In addition to this the j lint 
committees cost $576 75 for clerical hire. 
These items, footed up, show that the 
total amount incurred for legislat vc em­ 
ployes was $50,579.43 
The most surprising thing connected 
with the legislature except its long ses­ 
sion, web the number of employes. If 
we understand aright the report of Sec­ 
retary Timme, the clerical force in the 
senate nom bored 85, while that of tho 
assembly reached 152, the latter being

his attention to the cow, and 
saw when young that she had been made 
a tool of, as one might say. 
That she 
was not encouraged to think for herself, 
and that her sex seemed to handicap her 
through life. He spoke to her words of 
encouragement, and told her that through 
the columns of his paper he would ad­ 
vance her interests, and he bas. 
The 
governor is also a humorist; Bat he 
does not allow the two things to inter­ 
fere with each other. 
He never tries to

The Fort Sisseton M ilitary R eservation 
to Re Thrown Open June I. 
A n d o v er, Dale., May 20.—What has 
been known for half a century as the Fort 
Sisseton military reservation will, Juno I, 
be thrown open to settlement. 
The reser­ 
vation embraces about 500,000 acres. 
Un­ 
til a year ago two companies of United 
States soldiers wero stationed at Fort 
Sisseton, 
but at that time the force 
was reduced to 
ono 
company. 
The 
entire Government property 
will 
bo 
sold at public auction Juno 0. 
A few hun­ 
dred acres lying close to the fort is under a 
high state of cultivation, tho garrison for 
yoars raising all tho vegetables needed to 
supply themselves the year round. 
The 
body of the land wall bo subject to home­ 
stead entry only. 
Much of it is heavily 
timbered with oak and cottonwool, and 
fine natural lakes and springs abound. 
Adjoining this military reservation is tho 
Sisseton Indian 
reservation, embracing 
3,000,000 acres and Inhabited by 3,000 
Indians, many of whom have taken land in 
severalty. 
Tboso Indians on joy a high 
state of civilization. 
Forty-nino years ago, tho Rev. Dr. 
Adams, a Presbyterian missionary, oam« 
among the Indians who then lived near 
New Ulm, Minn., and later took part in 
tho New Ulm massacre, and when they 
were takon to their present reservation he 
came with them. 
The Indians have a fino 
school under tho supervision of Dr. Adams, 
who is still halo and hoarty, although 
80 years old. 
Tho Indians havo also the 
benefit of a boarding-school. 
This school 
has a boys’ and girls’ hall and employs 
five teachers, supported wholly by tho 
Presbyterian Board of Home Missions, and 
receiving no 
aid whatever from 
the 
government. 
There is an average attend­ 
ance of about 120. 
A half-mile south of 
tile nino largo buildings comprising tho 
Presbyterian school is a government schoi I 
of one building employing three teachers. 
Miss Cornelia White of Wells ^University, 
a former teacher of Mrs. Grover Cleveland, 
taught in tho Presbyterian school about 
three years. 
It is proposed after a time to settle tho 
Indians in severalty, giving each one IOO 
acres of land and open tho rest to settle­ 
ment.

—A d esper 
a to shooting affray which coTTt tho lives of 
four men occurred here yesterday. 
Tho 
slaughter grew out of an election for 
school directors. 
A. M. Neely, a colored 
editor, became involved in a quarrel with 
a white man, and when ho found he was 
getting worsted ran toward ex-Shoriff 
Parham for protection. 
A dozen or more 
revolvers flashed in tho air and a perfect 
volley was poured after tho fleeing negro. 
Ne^ly escaped for the time being, but 
Thomas H. Parham, son of tho ex-sheriff, 
Sheriff D. M. Wilson, and Marshal Frank 
Folbro wero killed. 
Bl Neely, 
his father and brother took 
refuge in tho | Advocate building. 
They 
barricaded the doors and every offort to 
dislodge thorn proved unavailing. 
About 
2 o’clock Sunday morning several shots 
wero fired into tho building, but tho 
negroes remained in hiding. 
A t 8 o’clock 
Acting Sheriff Ved B. Izard persuaded old 
m ap Neely and his son to come out, 
promising them safe conduct to tho jail 
and a fair trial. 
A. M. Neely did not a p ­ 
pear. 
Tho sheriff’s posse was not more 
than a hundred yards distant with tho two 
prisoners when a numbor of other mem­ 
bers of tho posse roached tho Advocate 
building. 
A. M. 
Neely was discovered 
secreted under tho floor and was riddled 
with bullets, at least ten shots being fired 
into him. ( J i t was thought^that others of 
tho Neely gang wore concealed under the 
floor, and tho posso mado an extended 
search, but found no more. 
Tho last killing caused a great deal 
more excitement, and tho peoplo were 
afraid of a rai I on tho town by tho ne­ 
groes. 
The acting sheriff 
wired Gov. 
James P. Eagle tho facts and asked that a 
company of militia be ordered here. 
Tho 
Governor replied that ho thought tho civil 
authorities could preserve tho peace, and 
ho did not want to order out tho militia 
unless all other means failed. 
Gov. Eagle 
thought he could be better able to judge 
of what was needed by being on the 
ground, so he took tho first train for For­ 
est City, and is now hero and will remain 
until quiet is restored. 
He is in constant 
communication with A d jt.-Gen. 
John C. 
England and if they aro needed tho Mc­ 
Carthy light guards aro ready to inovo by 
special train at a moment’s notice. 
Tho 
company is well equipped and will bo able 
to handle most any kind of a mob. 
It is now thought that thoro w ill l>o no 
further trouble. 
Tho feeling was so high 
against Noely that his death was looked 
for every moment after tho beginning of 
tho riot, and now that he is out of tho way 
it is thought tho feeling will subside, miles 
there is a negro uprising, and in that in­ 
stance the m ilitary will bo called out 
Gov. Eagle’s presence on tho ground w ill, 
it is thought, havo a reassuring effect aud 
will restore order. 
Tho causo of tho trouble was tho old 
question of white or black rule. 
Neely 
was tho head of tho negro element of fu- 
sionists in St. Francis county. 
Capt. John 
Fnrharn and Sheriff D. M. Wilson headed 
the white Republican element. 
In tho 
school election tho candidates for ro-olec- 
tion were two white members of tho board 
but Neely and his side desiro I to replace 
thesojm en with their candidates. 
Neely 
said: 
“ We propose to secure tho control 
of the board and manage tho school to suit 
ourselves.” 
A. M. Neely and G. W. In­ 
gram made incendiary speeches on tho 
subject and stirred up a very bitter feeling 
which resulted in the two tragedies. 
Noely was a member of tho State central 
committee and of tho executive committee, 
and had secured the recommendation of 
that body for registrar of tho land office 
a t this place, and would doubtless havo 
been appointed, as so far President H arri­ 
son has observed tho recommendations of 
this committee in making appointments for 
this State. 
Capt. John Parham was also shot in the 
fight, but not dangerously. 
Ho attem pted 
to shoot Thomas Pruett, who snatched the 
pistol from him, saying: 
’‘Haven t you 
dono enough:' 
Don’t you boo Tom is dead? 
Don’t forco me to kill you.” 
It is now laid that Marshal Frank Folbro 
killed both Wilson and Parham after ho 
had been shot down by Parham.

board. 
Tho La Normandie turned back to 
bring tho pilots Jo port, and falling in 
with the E truria transferred tho men to 
th a t steamer. 
Last night during the fog tho W ard line 
steamer City of Atlanta, from Havana, 
ran into tho schooner Mary Davis, an ­ 
chored off the Narrows, outward bound. 
She struck the steamer on her starboard 
bow and cut cloar through to her fore­

About C o’clock last night tho steamer 
Cowal, bound out, was run into by tho 
steamer Guyandotte whilo tho former was 
lying at anchor below’ quarantine.

thing for Caleb to do, and yet tho man 
that could tako tho cit}* would have, nt 
any rate, 
two elements of manlm-sl — 
bravery and patriotism. 
W ith Caleb's 
daughter as a prize to fight for Gen. 
< aludel rode into the battle. 
The gates of 
Debir were thundered into dust ami tho 
city of books lay at the feet of tho con­ 
querors. 
The work was done, 
Othniel 
comes back to claim his bride. 
Having 
conquered the oily it is no great job for 
him to conquer tho girl’s heart; for how­ 
ever faint-hearted a woman 
may lie she 
always loves courage in a man.
